In the 
way of bills of interest to the smaller 
ities, one of the most important meas- 
ures adopted was a bill delegating to 
he common councils of municipall- 
les the right to create or abolish of- 
Icei as they might see fit. In other 
words, this measure is considerable of 
a home rule %ill in itself, as it means 
.hat instead of having to come to the 
egislature to ask for the creation of 
uljlic offices the cities will be in a 
osltlon to create or discontinue offl- 
es as, may seem best to the citizens 
.cling through their common council. 


The same Fourth Idea received a 


trong endorsement in a bill passed 
iy the legislature providing that mu- 
icipalitles may make appropriations 
lor Independence day celebrations. 


Anotlfer bill of great importance to 


:he smaller, cities of the state pro- 
ides that municipalities can erect 
mblic halls and auditoriums and lease 
hese public halls and auditoriums for 
.musement purposes. 


Another bill of importance ghes to 
Hies the right to acquire land outside 
heir limits for park purposes. 


Councils and boards may, when pe- 


itioncd, 
install 
ornamental 
street 


Khiing systems, to he partly paid for 
y abutting properly owners. 
Cities, villages and towns may lo- 


;ally appropriate for municipal con- 
:erts. 


Cities and villages may build opera 
ouses, auditoriums or other places of 
iublic recreation or amusement. 


Cities, villages and towns may ac- 


luire and operate 
utilities 
located 


utside their boundaries. 
A council 'may by two-thirds vote 


onstruct streets and gutters without 
vaiting for the usual petition and as- 
ess cost to the abutting property. 


By two-thirds vote the council may 
hange the number and boundaries of 
•ards, and consolidate old ones, but 
:here can be no further change in two 
ears. 


Piny or the Naturalistic School 
'Thp Depp Purple" the successful 


play by Paul Armstrong and 'Wilson 
Mizner, the Princess theatre (Chicago) 
production of which comes to Dalv's 
Theatre Thursday Nov. 20 direct from 
its long New York and Chicago runs, 
is making its way in this country 
Whate\er name this new school is ul- 
timately to be credited with, its origin 
is.safd to lurk in the realistic schools 
ol Prance and the Teutonic countries. 
Tot its character has been greatly 
modified, by its application to thins* 
American, and its submission to the 
requirements of American audiences, 
There is none of the morbidness of 
the Scandinavian realist, or the glee- 
ful exhibition of shocking detail that 
is so apt to characterize the work of 
the Frenchman of the same school. 


"The Deep Purple" takes its audi- 


ence into the haunts ot the modern 
criminal, not a pelt crook, the sneak- 
thief or the house-breaker, but he who 
works for big stakes, through his analy 
sis of the human weaknesses of those 
with whom he deals. 
The setting 


throughout breathes realism, though 
there is no claim made, for instance, 
that the boarding-housp scene, locat- 
ed in the midst of New York's tender- 
loin district, has been transported in- 
tact from a real boai ding house to 
the stage. That would be incompatible 
with the spirit of the so-called new- 
school, which believes in producing 
the effects or true realism through the 
accentuation of the essential and the 
subordination of detail 


An unusually fine cast of players 


they have assembled for the produc- 
tion of "The Deep Purple," make a 
point of the fact that the leading act- 
ors are endowed with naturalistic ten 
dencies.

Xew IVaws for Wisconsin Cities. 
The last, legislature passed many 


laws glvng cities more .powers than 
they have heretofore possessed. In the 
way of bills of interest to the smaller 
cities, one of the most Important meas- 
ures adopted, was a bill delegating to 
the common councils of municipali- 
ties the.right to create or abolish of- 
fices as they' might see fit. In 
other 


words, this measure is considerable of 
a home rule^bill in itself, as it means 
that instead of having- to .come to the 
legislature to" ask J.or the creation of 
public, offices the cities will be in a 
position to create or discontinue offi- 
ces as* may seem best to the citizens 
acting through their common council. 


The same Fourth idea received a 


strong endorsement in a bill passed 
by the legislature providing that mu- 
nicipalities may make appropriations 
for Independence day celebrations. 


Another bill of great importance to 


the smaller Deities of. the state pro- 
vides that municipalities can erect 
public halls and auditoriums and lease 
these public halls and auditoriums for 
amusement purposes. 


Another bill of importance gives to 


cities the right to acquire land outside 
their limits for park purposes. 


Councils and boards may, when pe- 


titioned, 
install .ornamental 
street 


lighting systems, to be partly paid for 
by abutting property owners. 


Cities, villages and towns may le- 


gally appropriate for municipal con- 
certs. 


Cities and villages may build opera 


houses, auditoriums or other places of 
public recreation or amusement. 


Cities, villages and! towns may ac- 


quire and operate 
utilities 
located 


outside their;.boundaries. 


A council 'may^ by two-thirds vote 


construct streets and gutters without 
waiting for the usual petition and as- 
sess cost to the abutting prop'erty. 


By two-thirds vote the council may 


change the number and boundaries of 
wards, and consolidate old ones, but 
there can be no further change in two 
years.

There is no 
question but what scientific knowledge 
of farming will be more necessary as 
time goes on, and that this knowledge 
will have a tendency to make farm life 
more pleasant and tolerable to those 
engaged in it.

From Hotel at Vera Cruz to U. S. 
Comwlate— O'Shaughneeiy May Be 
Recalled From Republic. 


Mexico City, Nov. 14.— Envoy John 


Uod Jtft on Wednesday

for 


Vera Cruz. 
He gave Huerta notice 


that no further negotiations of any 
kind between the United States and 
Mexico would be possible unless the 
newly-elected 
congress

•otved. No answer was forthcoming. 


The personal effects of John Lind 


were removed from the hotel where 
h» baa resided during his stay in Vera 
Crux to th,e American consulate. 


General Huerta was notified early in 


the day that unless he returned an an- 
»wer by six o'clock, believed to the ef- 
lect thtt he would prevent the newly 
elected congress from convening, and, 
furthermore, make this action known 
to the ir.embers of the diplomatic corps 
fcj midnight, the United States would 
have no further parleying 
with 
the 


Mexican government. 


Mr. kind waited until six o'clock, 


bat received no answer. Then he ar- 
ranged for his departure on the train 
leaving for Vera Cruz at eight o'clock. 


Nelson O'Shaughnessey, American 


charge, was the messenger who deliv- 
ered the ultimatum. He was unable

Bodies Driven Ashore Tell Story of

Cleveland, 0., Nov. 13.—This

a snowdrift.

aided by a period of snowless weath- 
er.

fore we have had jurors in this county 
who could noe even write their names; 
and 
if called upon in court to write 


the English language understanding!)', 
oh some subject suggested by an at- 
torney, It might put the most of us out 
of buseless as prospective jurors. And 
on the theory that no man is a prophet 
in hia own country, it might trouble 
some of us, if challenged, to estab- 
lish Ihe fact that we are esteemed in 
the communities in which we live "as 
men of good character, approved in- 
tegrity and sound judgment." Another 
section of the law makes it obligatory 
upon jury commissioners, on or before 
the last Monday of each year, to select 
the names of not less than seventy-five 
nor .more than one hundred and fifty 
men to serve as grand jurors for the 
ensuing year.

We mean 


the girls he loves, the woman he mar- 
ries, tlif children he rears, tbe wages 
ho earns. We mean the sickness that 
trios him, the griefs that scar him, 
the friends who aid and the enemies 
who wound him. We mean all his 
hopes and fears, his victories and de- 
teats, Ins faitfis and his disillusion- 
ments. 
We mean all the harm he 


does and all the help he gives, all the 
ideas that beckon him; all the temp- 
tations that hue him; all his weepings 
and laughter, his kissings and curs- 
ings, his lucky bits 
and 
unlucky 


blunders; everything he does and suf- 
fers under the sun. 


1 gu into all this detail because we 


must remember that everything that 
intlmnces him, is part of his environ- 
ment 


It is a common mistage to think of 


emironment in a narrow sense, as 
though environment implied no more 
than po\erty or riches. 
Everything 


outside our environment.; 


Let us thinn ot it again. 
Educa- 


tion is environment; religion is en- 
vironment; all tbe ideals, conventions 
and prejudices of race and class; busi- 
ness and politics are environment, 
litreature, science and the press are 
environment; music, 
history, 
and 


sport are environment; beauty 
and 


ugliness are environment, 
example 


and precept are environment; 
war 


and travel and commerce are environ- 
ment, sunshine and ozone, honor and 
dishonor, failure and success, are en- 
vironment. lo\e m envlrortment. 


I stress and multiply examples be- 


cause the power of environment is so 
tremendous that we can hardly over- 
rate its importance. 


A child is not born with a con- 


science; but with the rudiments of a 
conscience, the materials from which 
a conscience may or may not be de- 
^ eloped—by environment. 


A child is not born with capacities, 


but only with potentialities, or possi- 
bilities, foi good or evil, which may 
or may not be developed—by environ- 
ment. 


A child is born absolutely without 


knowledge. Every atom of knowledge 
he gets must be got from his environ- 
ment. 


Every faculty of body or of mind 


grows stronger with use and weaker 
with disuse. 
This is as true of 
the 


reason and the will as of the muscles. 


The sailor has better sight than the 


townsman, because his eyes get belt, r 
exercise. The blind have sharper e-ii's 
than ours, because they depend more 
on their hearings. 


Exercise of the mind "alters the ar- 


rangement of the gray matter of the 
brain," and su alters the morals, the 
memory, and the reasoning powers. 


Just as dumbbells, rowing nr delv- 


ing developes the muscles, thought, 
study and conversation developer the 
brain. 


And everything that changes, or 


develops muscle or brain is i part of 
our environment.

TELEGRAPHIC NEWS 


SENT TO ALL STATES 


WASHINGTON, D. C., NoV. 18.—As 


a result of requests from editors and 
editorial associations in many States, 
the L'. S. Department of Agriculture 
has announced that 
the 
November 


crop reports for each State will be sup- 
plied to the newspapers in all States 
thru the Central Weather Station lo- 
cated in each of the States. 


This is an extension of the experi- 


ment'ot telegrahing the State crop re- 
turns to the Central Weather Stations 
in each of nine States, and having 
these telegrams duplicated at once and 
mailed to the newspapers and agricul- 
tural publications. 
Under this plan 


newspapers in 39 additohal States will 
now receive full details of the State 
crops far more quickly than would be 
possible If these State crop details 
were put in the mails In Washington 
and had to travel by train long -dis- 
tances to the more remote States. 


Under this plan the general sum- 


mary of the crops 
for 
the 
United 


States will, as heretofore, be issued 
In Washington for.telegraphic dlstrl 
bution. 
It has been found, however, 


that the conditions of crops within 
their particular States are of especial 
value to the farmers and producers, 
to whom the conditions in their own 
State are important in the marketing 
of their produce. 


Under this plan the 
Department 


sends one telegram to the Centra 
Weather Bureau in each State, and 
within a few minutes after the crop 
figures for the State are completed in 
Washington the Weather Bureau is 
enabled to mail copies of the figures 
fronr a central point within the State 
to all papers in that State. 


Under the code system used, the 


Department is under the necessity of 
telegraphing onl a few figures, as the 
figures of previous crops for com- 
parison are supplied to each Weather 
Bureau Station by mail. 
The cost 


of the telegram for each State does 
not exceed 75 cents. 


The crop data thus circulated by 


mail to the newspapers will give: (a) 
a full list of the crops; (b) the average 
condition of each crop for ten-year 
periods in that particular^State; (c) 
the condition of the State crops for 
November 9th. In the adjoining col_ 
umn will be given the same data for 
the United States, so that the farmers 
who read these notices can compare 
the crops in their State as of November 
!lth with the ten-year averages of theii 
own-State, and in the same way with 
the average conditon throughout the 
United States on November 9th and 
for ten years. 


These State ciop reports are not 


supplied to Individuals, and ar meailed 
only to editors of regular publications 
The November State crop reports foi 
the 39 States newly added to the list 
will be sent only to the daily papers, 
the county-seat papers, and agricul- 
tural publications. 
Meanwhile, 
the 


Department is preparing lists of small 
town weeklies, and in December the 
crop reports will be sent also to the 
smaller papers.

stones are very much in evidence. 


Then, too, the land companies tell 


the Americans they can raise flax on 
the new breaking. 
Most of them try 


it, and fall. 
We have seen a great 


deal sown in this way, but have never 
seen any cut. 


The country is full of Americans and 


all are dissatisfied. 
"But when some 


one talks of reporting the true condi- 
tions in Saskatchewan most of them 
say don't say anything until you get 
rid of your land. 
Many people would 


be glad to sell their holdings for less 
than they paid for it. We would not 
advise any one to leave Wisconsin or 
any good farming locality to go to Can- 
ada. 
Conditions are bad and most of 


the formers are in debt more than they 
are worth.—Chippewa Times.

In ihelr present condition, prac- • 
tlcally Impenetrable; and while 
they aro bolng\opened up as rapidly as funds 
will permit of trails being built, yet there Is so 
much aria, so many other duties are required 
of tho forest officers and the funds mentioned 
aro ao limited and inadequate, that progress of 
such work, while keeping paco with the avail- 
able resrnircos, is necessarily slow. 


ftcforn enlarging upon conditions under' which 


largo fires begin, it might be well to' mention 
briefly n few of the forest flre terms with which 
tlio layman frequently meets und' may not un- 
dorstar.fl. 


Forent fires are classified generally as crown 


or top Jives—those where the flro travels through 
the top!) of the trees with-surprising rapidity'and 
working disastrous results; and ground or sur- 
face flros, where thri fire travels 
along 
the 


pjroimd, consuming soil covers or humus, brush 
and litter, seedlings and often small trees, and, 
consequently, doing little or no damage to ma- 
ture timber. Luckily, in most cases fores.t fires 
ai-f) ground firoa ami It is these that are tho 
most quickly controlled. 
Yet a single top flre 


•can cause vastly moro damage than a great 
number be ground fires. However, It is general- 
ly under unusual conditions that crown or top 
flroa occur— such as high winds, very bushy or 
stoop country and severe drought, when such 
conditions can In an Incredibly short time change 
a creeping ground' firo into a sweeping crown 
fire, leaving a path of ruin and often death In Its 
wake. 
In brief, drought and. wind are the two 


dominant conditions favorable to severe 
fires. 


Tho wind 1s always the most dreaded factor 
during the flro season, Its freaklshr-ncg and un- 
certainty upsetting the best of plaud. 
3o fierce 


was tho wind at the time of tho destructive fires 
of lt)10 that whole hillsides of timber were up- 
rooted and men were forced out of their saddles. 
Tho flre leaped across rivers half a mile wide 
at a single bound, traveling nearly a mile' a min- 
ute at times and devouring everything In Its 
path, 
Often wide canyons were spanned as by 


a great jump, the flre continuing on the oppo- 
elto side and leaving the canyon timber green 
and unharmed. Numerous Instances of tho ab- 
eoiuto freakishness of the flro could be cited, 
and all tend to show its very uncertainty. 


In fighting a fire there Is' constructed around 


tho burning area what Is called a fire line or 
tronch. This consists of'clearing away all debris 
and brush, generally for three or 
four 
feet, 


though wider when conditions allow or warrant 
it, and exposing tho mineral soil for one or two 
feet or wider 'as necessary'. An ordinary ground 
flre, unfannod by a strong wind, will die out on 
reaching the strip of mineral soil, often us: effect- 
ually as if the line were a stream of : water. 
When the flre is moving slowly and men can 
stand the heat and smoke, it is always desirable

Aside from a fewigeneral principles there are 


no set rules for fighting forest fires—In fact, it 
is far Jrom a black-and-whi'te proposition. Rath-- 
er,-it calls Into play initiative and headwork, 
and the result attained bears mute evidence of 
the succesk or failure of the'supervising officer, 
although always it must be remembered that 
that uncertain and uncontrollable factor, the 
wind, can snatch victory from the hands of man 
so quickly and easily as to make it seem •some- 
times a veritable mockery of his efforts. And, 
too, the unbelievable action • of fire, even when 
apparently under control; makes.it absolutely 
necessary'that It be watched closely and con- 
tinuously .until there is-not a single remaining 
vestige,.of-its existence. 


Among the principal causes of forest fires are 


locomotive sparks, lightning; camp fires left un- 
extingulshed, burning of- slash in clearing land, 
logging' operations—principally from fire in :th'e

It might be mentioned right here that forest

Potential timber, of course, has 
a distinct value','and the destruction of a good 
eoil cover is a decided detriment to the forest, 
but many/trees, such as Douglas fir, tamarack 
and yellow pine,"/have a thick, heavy, burk which 
forms a good resistance; to fire and will often 
withstand periodic ground fires for years.

The rapidity with which fire can spread in the 


mountains is almost unbelievable. For instance, 
in 1910, by the middle of August over 3,000 
small/'flres had' been* put out by patrolmen and 
over, !)0 large ones had been brought under con- 
trol by crews of from 25 to 150 men. 
And yet, 


when the cyclone of August 20 came, that, .work 
was all undone so quickly as to make one gasp 
with wonder and awe.' Within 48 hours a strip 
of country more than 100 miles long and more 
than 26 miles wide had been burned over.

( still the fire was advancing. Against all this an 


i army of more than 3,000 men fought persistently 


and courageously and always in the face of over- 
' whelming' odds, yet never did they falter until 


the rains came. 


In passing, it is but fitting-to .give credit to the 


brave men in the 
government's employ, who 


risked .and lost their lives in earnest endeavors 
to carry out their-duties, and many are the tales 
of heroism and unselfish devotion during those 
strenuous times, when men toiled and sweatee 
shoulder to'shoulder, 


Men can and will, in the course of time, make 


effort/to reforest the great devastated areas, but 
the,1 Scope of. years,.-to 'carry out such work is 
.broad indeed. Man|s best work, now and for al- 
ways, lies in the prevention'of a recurrence of 
such calamities as have gone before. 
Through 


legislation man can compel the railroads to use 
contrivances 'to. prevent sparks from leaving the 
engines; he can educate campers into the neces- 
sity for their co-operation in extinguishing camp 
fires (a truly little thing, yet big in results) and 
exact a severe penalty for failure to abide by'the 
law; he can .appropriate more money for, im- 
provement and protection work, to. place the for- 
ests under closer supervision and make them 
more accessible, so that the fires caused by light- 
ning, for instance, can be caught at their very 
Inceptio'n; but mostly, he must enlist the-co 
operation of all his fellowmen to help In the 
great work of preserving and perpetuating the 
forests because they represent a -source of wealth 
.and.necessity and beauty, not to any single indi- 
vidual, but'one, in which every member of our 
great country is, and .always; will be, directly or 
indirectly, a participant, even unto our children's 
children, ad infinitum.

torney, it might put the most of us out 
of business as prospective jurors. And 
on the theory that no man is a prophet 
in hla own country, it might trouble 
some of us, 
1C challenged, to estab- 


lish the fact that we are esteemed in 
the communities in which we live "as 
men of good character, approved in- 
togrity and sound judgment." Another 
section of the law makes it obligatory 
upon jury commissioners, on or before 
the last Monday of each year, to select 
the names of not less than seventy-five 
nor :rnoro than one hundred and fifty 
men to serve as grand jurors for the 
ensuing year.

We mean all the harm he 


does and all the help he gives;.all the 
ideas that beckon him; all the temp 
tations that lure him; all his.weeping:

Man> places are, 


in their present condition, prar- 
ticallj impenetrable, and while 
they arc being opened up as rapidlv as funds 
mil permit of trails being buut, yet there is so 
much ar"a so many other duties are required 
of the forest officers and the funds mentioned 
ire bo limited and inadequate, that progiess of 
such work, while keeping pacp with the a\all- 
sble resources, is necessaril; slow. 


Bcforn enlarging uuon conditions under which 


Inrgp firrs begin it might be well to mention 
bnefi; n few of the forest fire terms with which 
the laj;ran frequently meets and may not un- 
dcrstarrl. 


Foiejt fires are classified generally as crown 


or top flres—those where the fire travels through 
the topi of the trees \\ith surprising rapidity rnd 
working disastious results, and ground 01 sur- 
face lires, where thp fire travels along 
the 


prou-d, consuming boil co\ers or humus brush 
and Utter seedlings and often small trees and, 
consequent^, doing little or no damage tr ma- 
ture timber 
Luckih, in most cases forest fires 


|Bic ground fires and it is tbese that are the 


mo?t quicklj controlled 
Yet a single top fire 


can cause \asth more damage than a great 
mi.nber of ground fires Ilov.evei it is general- 
ly under unusual condit'ons that crown or top 
fires occur—such as high winds, ^er\ bushy 01 
steep rountij and bc\erp drought, wlieu such 
conditions cap m an mciediblj short time change 
a creeping ground fire into a sweeping crown 
fire, leading a path of ruin and often death in its 
•«ake 
In biicf. drought nnd wind are the two 


dominant conditions favoiable to se\ore fires 
The wind is ahvajs the most dreaded factor 
during the fiie season, its freakibli^^-s and un- 
certaint} upsetting the best of plru.d 
So fierce 


was the wind at the time of the destructive fires 
of 1510 that i'.hole hillsides of timber were up- 
rooted and men were forced out of their saddles 
The fire leaped across rneis half a mile wide 
at a single bound, tiavelmg neatly a mile a min- 
ute at times and de\ourmg everything in Its 
path 
Oftpn wide camons were spanned as by 


a great jump thp fire continuing on the oppo- 
site side and leaung the canjon timber green 
and unharmed 
Numerous instances of the ab- 


solute frenkishness of the fire could be cited 
and all tend to show its very uncertamt> 


In fighting a fire there is constructed around 


the burning area what Is called a fire line or 
trench 
This consists of clearing awa^ all debris 


and brush, generally for three or 
four 
feet, 


though wider when conditions allow or warrant 
it, nnd exposing the mmoial soil foi one or two 
feet or wider as necessary 
An ordinary ground 


fire, unfanned bv a strong wind will die out on 
reaching the strip of mineral soil, often as effect- 
ual!} as if the line were a stream of water 
When thp fire is moMng slowly and men can 
stand the heat and smoke, it is alwais desirable 
to build the trench close to the fire so as to 
pre\ent its gaining momentum as it progresses; 
but where the fire is traveling quite rapidly, 
often the fire line lias to be placed some dis- 
tance awa> from the fire, and where adequate 
patrol or supervision is assured the burned ma- 
terial on the inside of the line is fired in order 
to meet the advnncmg fire and destrov the in- 
flammable material in its path 
Backfiring, as 


this is called. Is generallv used 
only 
in 
an 


emergenc-v and by experienced hards 
Often, of 


course, -where the fire is se\ere stiips of timber

for variable distances are cleared, but in the 
ordinary ground fire such work is usually too 
Blov> and unnecessary. 


The best tools used by a fire-fighting crew in 


the mountains are axes, shovels and mattoclts or 
grub hoes, the hoes being usually in greatest 
proportion and most effectne 
Often one or two 


crosscut saws are useful, particularly \\here the 
fire is traveling through a lot of down timber. 
The axmen generally go first, clearing out and 
cutting away the heavy stuff along the line, then 
follow the grub hoe or mattock men, breaking 
through the heav* sod and roots; and last the 
shovel men who c\ean out the trail, or, as might 
be stated, put the finishing touches on the work 
of the others 
TheNjmount of work a gang of 


men can do depends iihon various circumstances, 
such as thp nature of' the country, tools avail- 
able, etc 
but ronghlj it might be said that a 


gang of twenty men can build a mile of line a 
dav 


Aside from a few general principles there are 


no set rules for fighting forest fires—in fact, it 
is far from a blacK and-white pioposition 
Rath- 


er, it calls into play initiative and headword, 
and the result attained bears mute evidence of 
the success or failure of the supervising officer, 
although alvvajs it must be remembered that 
that uncertain and uncontrollable factor, the 
wind, can snatch victor} from the hands of man 
so cuickij and easil> as to make it seem some- 
times a veritable mockery of his efforts 
And, 


too, the unbelievable action of fire, even when 
apparently under control, makes it absolutely 
necessary that it be watched closely and con- 
tinuously until there is not a single remaining 
vestige of its existence 


•\mong the principal causes of forest fires aie 


locomotive sparks lightning camp fires left un- 
extinguished, burning of slash in clearing land, 
logging operations—piinclpally from file in the 
resultant slash aceamulated by the average log- 
ger in cutting over an area 
There are minor 


otlier ways, such as incendiarism, ashes from a 
pipe a lighted cigar 01 cigaiette stub or lighted 
match cast thoiightlesslv aside 
The first three 


mentioned, however, aie the most general 


When a fire has once assumed the proportions 


of a large top fire it is generally inadvisable to 
attempt to check it, rather, it is good judgment 
to consider the safety of the fire fighters them- 
selves, so that they may be in readiness to 
attack the fire when it again leaves the tops of 
the trees and assumes its slower progress along 
the ground 


It might be mentioned right here that forest 


fires, with particular reference to ground fires, 
do not always destroy standing timber, but often 
only the very small trees, brush and 
surface 


cover or humus. Potential timber, of course, has 
a distinct value, and the destruction of a good 
soil cover is a decided detriment to the forest, 
but many trees, such as Douglas fir. tamarack 
and yellow pine, have a thick heavj bark which 
forms a good resistance to fire and will often 
withstand periodic ground fires for years 
Other 


trees with thin bark, of course, succumb quite 
readily 


In the report of the secretary of agriculture 


embodied in the Yearbook of the department of 
agriculture for 1911, he states that "the fires of 
the calendar year 1910 covered more than 3.000,- 


000 acres ot government timber- 
land and 800,000 acres of pri- 
vate timberland within the ua- 
tional forest boundaries, and 
inflicted 
damage 
to 
national 


forest timber, including young 
growth, estimated at a little 
less than $25,000,000. The loss 
in timber destroyed or damaged 
was slightly over 6,500,000,000 
feet . . . In fighting the fires, 
special expenditures were in- 
curred totaling over $1,000,000, 
besides the cost in time ot the 
regular protective 
force." 
In 


addition to this, there was an 
added toll of 74 human lives 
lost in fighting the fires and a 
large number injured, to say 
nothing of many rancliera, set- 
tlers, prospectors, etc, who per- 
ished 
Altogether, it certainly 


puts the fire season 
of 
1910 


down afi one of the country's 
great catastrophes, to be listed 
•with the great Hinckly fire m 
Minnesota 111 1894, which did 
such devastation. 


One watches quite breathless 


]y a serious conflagration in a 


city and admires the fearless and systematic 
work of the firemen fighting to subdue (he 
flames 
Here they are but minutes away from 


the source of the fire, with speedy conveyances 
for reaching it and every possible assistance of 
human ingenuity to control the fire. 


Compare this with the many obstacles with 


which the forest fire-fighter has to 
contend. 


Sometimes he is more than a day's journey from 
the fireA He has a limited and often inexperi- 
enced crew to help him. He must travel on foot 
or on horseback, and he cannot lope along as 
thej do in the city parks—mountain trails are 
not made for loping horses. 
He must rely on 


packborses for conveying commissary supplies, 
because if may mean many days of hard w. ork 
ahead of him on the burning area 
Very often, 


indeed, he must blaze his way a number of miles 
through a trailless wilderness, carrying his bed 
and grub on his back, and through a country 
where every step seems a greater impediment 
to rapid progress; and when he reaches the fire 
it may be of such proportions as to appall a icha 
sturdy nature. 


Tbe rapidity with which fire can spread in the 


mountains is almost unbelievable. For instance, 
in 1910, by the middle of August over 3,000 
small fires had been put out by patrolmen and 
over 90 large ones had been brought under con- 
trol b> crei\s of from 25 to 150 men. 
And yet, 


when the cyclone of August 20 came, that pork 
was all undone so quickly as to make one gasp 
with wonder and awe 
Within 48 hours a strip 


of country more than ]00 miles long and more 
than 25 miles wide had been burned over 
And 


still the fire was advancing Against all this an 
army of more than 3,000 men fought persistently 
and courageously and always in the face ot over- 
whelming odds, yet never did they falter until 
the rains came- 


In passing, it is but fitting to give credit to the 


brave men in the government's employ, who 
risked and lost their lives in earnest endeavors 
to carry out their duties, and many are the tales 
of heroism and unselfish devotion during those 
strenuous times, when men toiled and sweated 
shoulder to shoulder. 


Men can and will, in thf course of time, make 


effort to icforest the great devastated aieas, but 
the scope of years to carry out such work is 
broad indeed 
Man's best work, now and for al 


ways, lies in the prevention of a recurrence of 
such calamities as have gone before. 
Through 


legislation man can compel the railroads to use 
contrivances to prevent sparks from leaving the 
engines; he can educate campers into the neces- 
sity for their co-operation in extinguishing camp 
fires (a trulv little thing, yet big m results) nnd 
exact a severe penalty for failure to abide by the 
law; 
he can appropriate more money for im- 


provement and protection work, to place the for- 
ests under closer supervision and make them 
more accessible, so that the fires caused by light- 
ning, for instance, can be caught at their very 
inception, but mostly, he must enlist the co- 
operation of all his fellowmen to help in the 
great work of preserving and perpetuating the 
forests because they represent a source of wealth 
and necessity and beauty, not to any single indi 
vidual, but one in which everv member of our 
great country is, and always will be directly or 
indirectly, a participant, even unto our children's 
children, ad infimtum.

Yet, though you 


have not come as near as this to a. 
forest fire, the .'words, carry a feeling 
oE 
danger aud 'vbf tremendous might 


for evil. 
It is hard Cor the average layman to 


realize how fires can assume such magnitude in ter- 
ritory -supposed to be under supervision of men ap- 
pointed for the particular 
purpose of 
preventing 


fires, but the i'act is quite readily comprehended by 
those who have had occasion to travel through 
some of the remote and inaccessible regions within 
the national forests. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the lands withdrawn 
as natlomil forests are almost 
entirely of a rugged, mountain- 
ous nature. 
Necessarily, there 


are 
large 
and 
comparatively 


open portions included, partic- 
ularly in the range -country, but 
Instances point to the fact that, 
the sections subject to the most 
severe 
tires 
are 
invariably 


those oT. the most rugged and 
Inaccessible nature, made up of 
high, st»ep mountains, covered 
with a flense forest and heavy 
underbrush. 
Many places are, 


in their present condition, prac- 
tically impenetrable: and while

they nro being', opened up as rapidly as funds 
will permit o£ trails being buHt, yet there is so 
much arf.a, so many other duties are required 
of the forest officers and the funds mentioned 
aro so limited and inadequate, that progress of 
such work, while keeping pace with the avail- 
able resources, is necessarily slow. 


Be Corn enlarging upon conditions under which 


large flros begin, it might be well to' mention 
briefl; n few of the forest fire terms with which 
tlio layman frequently meets -and' may not un- 
dcrstar.d. 


Forest fires are classified generally as crown 


or top flres—- those where the fire travels through 
the tops; of the trees with surprising rapidity and 
working disastrous results; and ground or sur- 
face (Ires, where tho fire 
travels 
along 
the 


grour-d, consuming soil, covers or humus, brush 
and Utter, seedlings and often small trees, and. 
consequently, doing little or no damage to ma- 
ture timber. Luckily, in most cases forest fires 
am ground fires and it is these that are the 
most quickly controlled. 
Yet a single top fire 


con cause vastly more damage than a great 
number of ground fires. However, it is general- 
ly under unusual conditions that crown or top 
fires occur—such as high winds," very bushy or 
stoep country and severe drought, when such 
conditions can in an incredibly short time change 
a creeping ground' fire into a sweeping crown 
fire, leaving a path of ruin and often death in its 
wake. 
In brief, drought and wind are the two 


dominant conditions favorable to severe 
fires. 


The wind is always the most dreaded factor 
during the fire season, its freakisliiincs and un- 
certainty upsetting the best of plaud. 
So fierce 


was tho wind at the time of the destructive fires 
of 1010 that whole hillsides of timber were up- 
rooted and men were forced out of their saddles. 
The fire leaped across rivers half a mile wide 
at a single bound, traveling nearly a mile a min- . 
ute at times and devouring everything in its 
path. 
Often wide canyons were spanned as by 


great jump, the fire continuing on the oppo- 


site side and leaving the canyon timber green 
ind unharmed. Numerous instances of the ab- 
solute Crealdshness of the ' fire could be cited, 
and all tend to show its very uncertainty. 


In fighting a fire there is constructed around 


the burning area what Is called a fire line or. 
trench. This consists of clearing away all debris • 
and brush, generally for three or 
four 
feet, 


.hough wider when conditions allow or warrant 
t, and exposing the mineral soil for one or two 
'eet 
or wider as necessary'. An ordinary ground 


Ire. unfanned by a strong wind, will die out on 
reaching the strip of mineral soil, often us: effect- 
ually as if the line were a stream of water. 
When the fire is moving slowly and men can 
stand the heat and smoke, it is always desirable 
to build the trench close to the fire so as to 
prevent its gaining momentum as it progresses;, 
but where the fire is traveling quite rapidly, 
often the fire line has to b'e placed some dis- 
tance away from the fire, and where adequate 
patrol or supervision is assured, the burned ma- 
terial on the inside of the line is fired in 'order 
to meet the ndvnncing fire and destroy the in- 
flammable material in its path. 
Backfiring, as 


this is called. Is generally used 
only 
in 
an 


emergency and by experienced hands. 
Often, of 


course, where the fire is severe, strips oj timber 


for variable distances are .cleared, but in the . 
ordinary ground fire such work Is usually .top 
'slow and unnecessary. 
"-••'. 


The best .tools used by a fire-fighting crew Jn 


the mountains are axes, shovels .and -mattocks or 
grub hoes, the hoes being usually in greatest .: 
proportion and most effective. 
Often one or two 


crosscut saws, are useful, particularly where the 
fire is traveling through a lot of down timber. 
The axmen generally go -first, clearing out and 
cutting away the'h'eavy stuff, along the line; then • 
follow the grub .hoe or mattock men, breaking 
through the heaTvw- sod and -roots; and last 'the 
shovel men, who clean .out the'.trail, or, as might 
be stated, put. the finishing touches on the work- 
of the others. 
The\moimt or work a gang of 


men can do depends u^on -various circumstances, 
such as the nature of I the country, tools avail- 
able, etc., but roughly it might be said that a 
gang of. twenty men can build a mile of line a 
day. 
• 
' 
. 
- 


Aside from a few-general principles there are 


no set rules for fighting forest fires—in fact, it 
is far from a black-and-white proposition. Rath- 
er, - it calls, into play initiative and headwork, 
and the result attained bears mute evidence of 
the success or failure of the' supervising officer, 
although always it must be remembered that 
that uncertain and uncontrollable factor, the 
wind, can snatch victory from the hands o£ man 
so ouickly and easily as to make it seem some- 


. times a veritable mockery of his efforts. And, 
too, the unbelievable action • of fire, even when 
apparently under control, makes it 
absolutely 


necessary'that it be watched closely and con- 
tinuously .until there is not a single remaining , 
vestige of its existence. 


.Among the principal causes of forest fires are 


locomotive sparks,-lightning;, camp fires left un- 
extinguished, burning of• slash in clearing land, 
logging operations—principally from fire in the 
resultant slash, accumulated by the average log- 
ger in cutting over an area. 
There are minor 


other ways, .such as incendiarism, ashes .from a 
pipe,' a lighted cigar or cigarette stub or lighted 
match- cast thoughtlessly aside. 
The:first three 


mentioned, however, are .the .most general.".... 
-• 


When a fire has once assumed the proportions, 


of a large top fire, it is generally inadvisable to 
attempt to check it; rather, it is good judgment 
to. consider the safety of the fire fighters them-. 
: 
selves, so that they may be in readiness to : 
attack the'fire ..when it again leaves the tops of r 
the trees and assumes its slower.progress along 
the ground. . • 
... ..- 


• It might be .mentioned right here that forest 
fires, with -particular reference to ground, fires, 
do not always destroy standing timber, but often . 
only the very small / trees, brush 
and 
surface 


cover or humus. Potential timber, of course, has 
a distinct value','and. the destruction of a good 
soil cover is a .decided detriment to the forest, 
but many .trees, such .as Douglas fir,- tamarack 
and yello_w pine, have a thick, heavy.bark which 
forms a good resistance. to fire and will often 
withstand periodic ground fires for years. Other • 
trees with thin bark, of course,'Succumb quite 
readily. 
: 


In the report of the secretary of agriculture, 


embodied in the Yearbook of. the department, of 
agriculture for 1911, he states that "the fires of 
the calendar year 1910 covered more than 2,000,- 


000 acres of government timber- 
land and 800,000 acres of pri- 
vate timberland within the na- 
tional forest 
boundaries, and 


inflicted 
damage 
to 
national 


forest timber, including young 
growth, 
estimated at a little 


less than $25,000,000. The loss 
in timber destroyed or damaged 
was slightly over 6,500,000.000 
feet . . .-' In fighting the fires, 
special", expenditures 
were in- 


curred totaling over $1,000,000, 
besides the'cost in time of the 
regular protective force." 
In 


addition to this, there was an 
added toll of 74 human lives 
lost in fighting the fires and a 
large number injured, ..to say 
nothing of many ranchers, set- 
tier's prospectors, etc., who per- 
ished. 
Altogether, it certainly 


puts the fire season of 1910 
down as one oC the country's 
great catastrophes, to be listed 
with the great Hinckly fire in 
Minnesota in 1SD4, which did 
such devastation. 


One watches quite breathless- 


ly a serious conflagration In a 


city and admires'the fearless and systematic 
work of the firemen fighting to 
Gubdue 
the 


flames. 
Here they are but minutes away from 


the source of the fire, with speedy conveyances 
for reaching it and every possible assistance of 
human ingenuity to control .the fire. 


Compare this with the many obstacles with 


' which the forest fire-fighter has 
to 
contend. 


Sometimes he is more than a day's journey from 
the fire.* He has a limited and often inexperi- 
enced crew to help him. He must travel on foot 
or on horseback, and he cannot lope along as 
they do in the city parks—mountain trails are 
not made for loping horses. 
He must rely on 


packhorces for conveying commissary supplies, 
because it may mean many days of hard work 
ahead of him on the burning area. Very often, 
indeed, he must blaze his way a number of miles 
through a trailless wilderness, carrying his bed 
and grub on his back, and through a country 
''where every step seems a greater impediment 
to rapid progress; and when he reaches the fire 
it may be of such proportions as to appall a Jess 
sturdy nature. 


The rapidity with which fire can spread in the 


mountains is almost unbelievable. For instance, 
in 1910, by the middle of August over 3,000 


: - small:-fires had been-put out by patrolmen and 


over. 90 large ones had been brought under con- 
trol by crews of from 25 to 150 men. 
And yet, 


when the cyclone of August 20 came, that vwork 
was all undone so quickly as to make one gasp 
with wonder and awe. 
Within 48 hours a strip 


of country more than 100 miles long and more 
than 25 miles wide had been burned over. 
And 


v still the fire was advancing. 
Against all this an 


i army of more than 3,000 men fought persistently 


and courageously and always in the face of over- 
' whelming odds, yet never did they falter until 


the rains came. 


In passing, it is but fitting to .give credit to the 


brave men in the 
government's 
employ, who 


risked and lost their lives in earnest endeavors 
to carry out their -duties, and many are the tales 
of heroism and unselfish devotion during those 
strenuous times, when men toiled and sweated 
shoulder to shoulder. 


Men can and will, in the course of time, make 


effort to reforest the great devastated areas, but 
the scope of years to carry out such work is 
broad indeed. Man's best work, how and for al- 
ways, lies in the prevention of a recurrence of 
such calamities as have gone before. 
Through 


legislation man can compel the railroads to use 
contrivances to prevent sparks from leaving the 
engines; he can educate campers into the neces- 
sity for their co-operation in extinguishing camp 
fires (a truly little thing, yqt big in results) and 
exact a severe penalty for failure to abide by the 
law; he can appropriate more money for im- 
provement and protection work, to place the for- 
ests under closer supervision and make them 
more accessible, so that the fires caused by light- 
ning, for instance, can be caught at their very 
inception; but mostly, he must enlist the co- 
operation of all his fellowmen to help in the 
great work of preserving and perpetuating the 
forests because they represent a -source of wealth 
.and necessity and beauty, not to any single indi- 
vidual, but one In which every member of our 
great country is, and always will be, directly or 
indirectly, a participant, even unto our children's 
children, ad infinitum.

the greatest discovery of prehistoric 
animal remains made In Southern Cal. 
ifornia since the finding of the flrsl 
saber-tooth tiger skeleton have been 
made public by F. S. Daggett, director 
of the County Historical museum in 
Exposition park. 
The bones of a gi- 


gantic imperial elephant, the largest 
of the species in past or present 
times, were discovered 24 feet below 
the surface at Athens-on-the-Hill, and 
are being unearthed by a crew of mi- 
ners engaged by the county museum. 


Some idea of the

tions of this enormous beast may be 
gained by the fact that

which are being uncovered are 18 feet 
long and more than ten inches in did 
meter at their greatest thickness.

GRIPPE AND IXFLVEXZA 


Contrary to the generally accepted 


notion, grippe is an exceedingly serious 
disease. According to the last figures 
at hand, there were 302 deaths in Wis- 
consin in the year 190'J. This is near- 
ly as many as diedin this state from 
typhoid, the seriousness of which is 
generally recognized, and nearly twen- 
ty times as many as died of small pox. 


Influenza is one of the few diseases 


more prevalent amongst rural dwellers 
than amongst the city inhabitants. 
There were in Wisconsin in KlOSI, 23G 
deaths in the country as against Gti 
in the cities. 


Throughout the United Stales, over 


a ten jear peiiod, there are, on an 
even population basis, twice as many 
deaths in the rural districts as there 
are, in the urban population. 


In addition to being so frequent a 


direct cause of death, influenza is re- 
sponsible for paving the way for other 
fatal maladies. 


One of the reasons why the serious- 


ness of genuine grippe is not more 
generally recogni/.ed is, that with some 
people, every little immaterial "cold" 
is called grippe. 
Real influenza is a 


specific geim disease, marked by a 
degree of pio.stration out of all pro- 
portion to, the seeming importance of 
the accompanying hvrnptoms. 
Thtl 


disease may attack the lungs and air 
passages. 
Pneumonia is not uncnm 


num. The symptoms may not be dis- 
similar to those of a severe "cold." 
An intestinal torm of tile disease is 
frequently seen, in which there is se- 
vere colicky oam and diarrhoea. 


In addition to such treatment as 


may be gi\en to relieve the symptoms, 
the patient should be confined to bed 
until he has completely recovered. 
In(luen/a is an epidemic disease. When 
it is lading, people should avoid con- 
tauk with putu nts. Discharges should 
be (disinfected. 
Mancijkercliiefs 
oi^ 


cloths used by the patient when cough- 
ing or lor wiping the discharges from 
the nose should be handled with ex- 
treme care and be burned or thorough- 
ly boiled to destioy the germs.
